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A Word of Caution. 


We have been pleased to see, says the 
Tuskegee News, that farmers have pur- 
chased large quantities of fertilizers, and 
yet we feel concerned for the result, and 
why? Wetear haste and carelessness in 
their application. But few farmers in this 
section have any experience in the appli- 
cation of commercial fertilizers, and it is 
to be feared that they will not have the 
patience and take the time required to fol- 
low the directions given by those who have 
used them successfully. Farmers have 
been used to haste in planting, and that 
will not do in the use of these fertilizers. 
nor indeed with any manures. It takes 
time and patience to go into all the details 
of planting in the use of these, if hey are 
made to pay. And wherc is the economy 
in expending large sums of money in the 
purchase of fertilizers if the hoped for gain 
is lost by hasty and careless planting. 

The season has been very unfavorable

tempt the farmer to haste and hurry, and 
if he does not rigidly watch himself he 
will throw ‘away his dearly purchased ma- 
nures. And let him remember that his 
freedmen laborers do not like to go into 
the slow and laborious details of applying 
such manures.
